’ PROSPECTUS 


OF 


ST. VINCENT’S HIGH SCHOOL, 
POONA. 


1. The object of St. Vincent’s High School is to 
provide Catholic youths with a liberal and sound 
education. Non-Christians are likewise admitted. 

2. The teaching embraces the whole course of 
instruction required by Government Standards, Uni- 
versity Matriculation and the School Final, besides 
Drawing and Book-kceping. 


The second languages taught by the School are 
Latin and Persian; those who wish to take French 
will be charged special fees. 


3. Pupils to be admitted should be introduced by 
their parents or guardians. No pupil, however, can be 
received into the lowest class, whose age is above 
twelve years, and into higher classes in proportion.

RULES 


FOR THE STUDENTS 
OF 


St. Vincent’s High School. 


1. The school hours are from 10 a.m. to 4-30 p.m. with an 
interruption from 1 to 2-30 p.m. 


2. No leave of absence will be granted to pupils without a 
written application from their parents stating the reason for which 
leave is applied. Such applications, however, should not be made 
except for weighty reasons. 


3. No student must be absent from School, except in case of 
necessity. On his return a note from lus parents is required 
Verbal messages are not admitted. 


4. If in consequence of no notice being given a Scholar’s 
name is transferred at the close of one month to the class-register 
of the following month, the tuition fees for that month are due 
whether the pupil actually attend or not. (See order of the 
Educational Inspector, C. D., 3rd May. 1888). 


5. Irregular attendance, in subordination, habitual inatten- 
tion to lessons, or conduct injurious to the moral tone of the 
School are sufficient reasons for the dismissal of a pupil. 


6. Any student who is found to have done damage of whiat- 
ever description in class or about the premises of the School has 
to make good the damage done. 


7. The fees are to be ‘paid advance on or before the 9th 
of the month or the quarter. A fine will be exacted from those 
who are not punctual in the payment of their fees. 


No broken periods will be allowed. 


N. B.—Considering the circumstances of parents, a limited 
number of boys may be received free or at reduced fees, provided 
the pupil gives satisfaction in conduct and application. If these 
conditions are not complied with, the recipient is liable te be 
deprived of this privilege. 


8. School holidays are (a) all Sundays. 


(b) all Thursdavs except those mark- 
edi in the Calendar as school days 


(c) the whole month of May and of 
December. 


Non-Christian students will be allowed leave on some of the 
public Government holidavs, provided the parents apply for it in 
writing. . 

9. Parents are particularly requested to co-operate with the 
School authoritres to enforce discipline and regularity. They, 
ought to see that their children prepare their daily tasks. 


Bi-monthly certificates are issued in order to inform parents 
of their boys’ progress and conduct at school ; these certificates 
must be signed by their parents and returned. 


10. The Catholic pupils are responsible to the head of the 
the School for the due performance of their religious duties and 
likewise for their conduct abroad. They are to goto Confession 
and to Communion once a month, and are advised to assist a 
Mass daily.
